Welcome New 
Legislation 


HERE will be few, if any, 

complaints about — the 
amendments to the Inland 
Revenue Ordinance, {ntro- 
duced in BU form’ for first 
reading at yesterday's Legis- 
lative Council, Government 
has expressed a vote of con- 
fidence In the report of the 
Inland , Revenue Ordinance 
Committee by adopting the 
majority of its recommen- 
dations, and the, net result 
is a rational und acceptable 
piece of legislation, 

For married men who contri- 
bute saluries .tux two help- 
ful conceszions are proposed 
—n $2,000 increase in # 
wife's allowance, and the 
easing of the conditions 
attaching to the grant of 
children's allowances, Both 
are practical forms of relief 
which will benefit substan- 
tlal numbers of taxpayers, 
and they will be keenly 
appreciated. : 

The provisiol for taxing pen- 
sions may give rise to mis- 
xivings. How this’ section 
of the amended Ordinance 
will in fact operate is not 
duo clear and further official 

* elucidatian is desirable. Our 
Impression is that it is ine 
tended to tux local pensions 
only if the pensioner {s also 
receiving income from other 
sources, But the real mean- 
ing und intent of the sec- 


tion is vague and cally for 


clarification. 


NDOUBTEDLY the most 
contentious of the new 
provisions is that which aima 
at bringing into the field 
of taxation income which, it 
is cluimed, is earned oul 
side the Colony, but which 
may avoid: taxation at its 
source. The onus is-now ta 
be placed fully on the 
claimant to prove not only 
hog the income been earned 
outside the Colony, but that 
_ dit has borne a tax at least 
equivalent , to the Impost 
which it would have to mect 
if earned in the Colony. - 
There will be no  disagree- 
ment with the principle 
which motivates this new 
~ provision, The- Intention is 
to bring everybody who 
qualifies fur local taxation 
into Nne and to prevent any 
evasion of responsibility In 
‘the .payment of Hongkong 
taxes,-Time alone will show 
whether the new section can 
be made wholly effective. It. 
is certainly going to udd to 
the administrative burdens 
of the Inland Revenue 
Department, 


OT the least welcome of the 
various proposals contained 
in the amended ordinance is 
the experiment of issuing 
tux reserve _certificates 
which, If used in payment 
of - salaries tax demands, 
will also carry a tax-free 
interest of two and a half 
per cent, This is Govern- 
ment's compromise to the 
pay-ns-you-carn system, a 
system which, it is claimed, 
is impracticable in that iv 
“would involve the estublish: 
ment of a huge new depart- 
ment with attendant prob- 
lems: of organisation and 
accommodation. : 

As an asiternative to PAYE; tho 
tax. reserve —certificater 
system seems to be sensible, 
attractive and thoroughly 
practicebic. It providea the 
-opportunity for the salaricu | 
man to ease hig -annual 
burden of haying to meel. 
tnx demands in a jump sum 
or threo  instalments— 
sither being a severe ptrain

“Buroptan” statute for the Saar. 


Soveral thousand people had 
gathered outside the crowded 
assembly hall soon after it was 
closed, 

The majority of them began 
shouting In chorus for Hoffman's 
resignation and sang “Deutsch- 
land Ueber Alles” ond “Deutsch 
Ist Die Saar” (The Saar is Ger- 
man)-—the slogan used by the 
pro-Germans in the campaign 
for the 1935 plebiscite in which 
95. per‘cent of the Saarland 
population voted for the terri- 
tery’s incorpcration into the 
German reich. ,

New Conduct Code 


' For American 


Prisoners 


Of War 


Washington, Aug. 17. 


President Eisenhower ‘today proclaimed ‘a 
sweeping new “Code of Conduct” for American 
prisoners of ‘war that calls on them to resist enemy 
torture to the utmost of their ability. ; 

-The six-point code does not guarantee’ them 
against trial if they break under torture, and re- 
veal military secrets, “But Gen. John E. Hull, vice- 
chairman of the committee that drafted it, said 
such men may never be- brought to trial. 

The code, an outgrowth of Communist torture of 
US prisoners in Korea, was’ drawn up by a special 
Defence Department committee of top Generals and 


Admirals. 


It was put into effect by a Presidential 


order issued at the Colorado summer White House.

Patrol, Officer Sinclair's party 
included Mr A. Speer, a Euro- 
peau medical assistant, 12 native 
members of the Roynl Papuan 
‘und New Guinea Constabulary, 
three natlve interpreters and a 
cartier Hine which varied be- 
ween 25 and | $0 men of the 
Tari-Duna region. 


No Shangri La 


Mr Sinclair discounts what he 
describes as “current unrealistic 
publichty” bout the — Lavani 
Valicy which had been called uv 
New Guinen “Shangri La.” He 
found the valley to be very 
simila: to other parts of the Duna 
country, jand readily accessible 
despite Its altitude of between 
6,000 and 9,000 fect. . 

In hig teport Mr Sinclair 
stated that although there was 
no doubt that continual inter- 
tribal fighting and raiding took 
place in the Duna country, very 
few, armed natives were reen. 
It was not uncommon . to have 
‘one hundred men‘ at the camp; 
of whom only .two or three 
would be carrying anything 
moro fethal than stone axes 
which in that area. are more 
of a tool than a weapon. 

One or two men would 
carry a bow and sheath of 
arrows, but even then it was 
usual to. find the bows unstrung. 

At times.the patrol interpre- 
ters saw represetitatives of 
traditionally bustile = groups 
visiting the cumps at the san 
thme, but very few carried 
weapons and there were no 
cidents between them, Evidence 
of fighting, howeve:, existled in 
the number of fresh arrow 
wounds treated by the Medical 
Assistant, Mr Speer, and the 
many old wounds on visitors *0 
the camp sites. : 

Early one morning the, patrol 
was passed by a cheerful group 
of ftully-armed natives hurrying 
to their homes for a late break- 
fast ofter a stimulating Aght 
southwest of the track. On an- 
‘other occasion while treating 
fresh arrow wounds, Mr Speer 
Yearned that a minor battle was 
In progress a Aay’s walk from 
the camp. : 


Biblical Appearance 


Tho Duna people; Mr Sinclair 
reported, aro very similar in ap- 
pearance and build to the Tari 
natives (who are known as the 
Huri people), — being typical 
mountain dwellers, short and 
sturdy in stature with gecd 
chest and thigh development. 

Thelr .most striking charac- 
teristic is the wig worn without 
exceptlon by all but the very 
oldest men. In conjunction with 
the customary full beard, tho 
highly decorated wig gives the 
Duna man a so:nowhat biblical

Cowrle stalls are . commonly 
worn os necklaces and in the 
handles of bone knives. The 
nose is pierced and usually 
curries a pig tusk, stalk of pit pit 
cane or a quill decorated with 
right beads and {cathers. Plait- 
ed cane arm and leg bands are 
stten worn, In ore valley a few 
men were seen with smell becds 
plaitod into their benrds in a 
circly. from ear to car, and 
pialted bands were also some 
times worn across the chest end 
shoulders, bandolier fashion. 


Smoke Pipes 


The standard dress of the 
men is a waist belt of severa 
toops of cane, or proad lengths 
of bark, or string loops, a 
sporran =f woven string and at 
the baek o bunch of leaves thrust 
through tho waist belt. 

Every man carricy a string 
bag slung across the back ond 
tied aver the chest, In which he 
keeps his bamboo pipe, firemak~ 
{ng implements, food and small 
personal articles. The car lobes 
ure usually crudely pierced and 
many of the men wear pendants 
consisting of a length of native 
string threaded with red beads, 
broken bits of shell or some 
other decoration. 

The Dunas tight with the bow 
and arrow, Some of the arrows 
are elaborately carved, and 
terminate in long needle-like 
points ringed around with a 
shallow cut to ensure that they 
break off In the wound, Others 
have sharp tecth cut Into the 
sides, usually painted black or 
red, Perhaps the most ‘dangerous 
type is the arrow tipped with a 
broad bambeo blade sharpened 
om both sides and usually about 
six inches long. This ts a very 
efficient kiling instrument. 

Practically every, man carries 
a small grecnstone axc-cum~ 
adze, The stone for’ these axes 
apparently orlginates on the far 
tide of the Strickland, end the 
people place a high value on 
thése exevedingly poor tools, 
gocd-sized stone wil cost the 
purehaser o pig. There are very 
few stecl axes and knives In this 
region ay it is too far back on 
the anctent native trade* routes, 
and the pecplé are extremely 


This lnck of stee) tools is parti- 
cularly upparent in cleared 
gardens where all’ the tree- 
stumps show the “chewed-off” 
appearance caused by the thou- 
sands .of blows of small stone’ 
uxes needed to. fell the tree. 


No . Cannibalism 


Mr Sinclair reported that can- 
nibglism, js‘ not practised among 
the .Duna people who wero 
horrified at the mere suggestion 
that man could eat man. 

He also found that to the Duna 
people Europeans . and the 
‘igovernment” are matters of 
deep wonderment. They cannot 
work out the origin of the 
Europeans they hove seen and 
seem to think that they came 
down from the sky, an Ingenious 
theory strengthened by the re- 
cent ‘survey flights’ over the 
Duna country.

Ofmcer J. P. Sinclair found that the 
le monopoly in oil gathered from 


route leading to the Strickland 
Gorge. Their fear of this 
country, which was strange to 
them, was intensified by the 
menmmry of the deaths of ten 
Teri carriers who were ac- 
eldentally drowned in the 
Strickland River during the 1054 
patrol, In the native mind these 
cenths are attributed not to 
accident but to “evil influences” 
in the Strickland region, 


Fhally. more than halt the 
carrlere left the patrol to return 
home, but help was forthcoming
